DeGaulle Is 
Symbol of 
Discontent

WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


French President Charles de 
Gaulle symbolizes the discon- 
tent of many with the world as 
it is and their yearnings 
to 


its bleak condition. 


But it is doubtful he will firxi a

, years of the cold war, and hs 
shares it. He is restless enough 
p.nd has character enough to try 
to do something about it. 


In this spirit he has gone to 


Russia where he was gracious 
and the Russians received him 
warmly. But his trip so far has 
revealed nothing mare than an 
attempt to conduct foreign poli- 
cy by socializing. 


This is hardly new and his 


foreign minis.er. Maunce Ccuve 
de Murville, said before

Gaulle took off there would be- 
no political settlements. 


His trip at mosit is a try at 


venilating old antagonisms and 
aiitudes and raising the shade 
on some new possibilities of 
good will and cooperation None 
of these changes seems close 


If in time they happen, pro- 


vided they are not simply a re- 
storation of the old-style free- 
whealing and homicidal nation* 
which brought oo 
two world 


wars, De Gaulle will have made 
a cootrtbtttion. 


But his contribution will fa- 


only as one of [he many agents 
of change loose now. He can 
nudge change but he can't com- 
pel it because France, no longer 
a No. 1 power, can't compel it. 


In seeking to be the messen- 


ger of a new day in Europe, De 
Gaulle suffers from some handi- 
caps which smell of the past 
His intense nationalism is ob- 
sesssd with restoring the an- 
cient grandeur and prestige of 
France. 


The result is confusion. Be- 


cause of his nationalism he is 
under a compulsion to stand 
alone while he seeks a new har- 
mony and cooperation. Thus in 
him nationalism butts heads 
with realism.

Hie. U.S. Treasury still has 


enough silver tucked away to 
take care of its dwindling coin- 
age needs and to keep American 
Industry supplied for at least a 
year and maybe for two. But 
before that deadline, world 
pressure on the official U.S. 
price, still held at $1.2fr30 an 
ounce by the U.S. treasury, will 
iQount. 


At the moment the Treasury 


has 694 million ounces. Back in 
1958 it had 2.1 billion ounces. 
The fast dwindling hoard was 
the reason the United States 
turned to the sandwich type 
dimes and quarters and cut the 
half dollar's silver content In 
two.In the metals trade there is 
talk of industry needing about 
400 million ounces from the 
Treasury this year and of coin- 
age taking about as much more. 
But the mint puts its coinage 
needs this year as nearer 60 
million ounces, compared with 
320 million ounces it used" i n 
1965. 
The squeeze comes from tills: 


The Treasury now has 465 mil- 
lion ounces legally earmarked 
backing for silver-certificate 


money. This leaves 229 million 
ounces that it could sell to 
•American industry. 


World production

Labor Waste 
in Rice 
Production

ROME (AP)—Despite efforts 


to curb the world's mounting 
food shortage, a new United Na- 
tions report hows that much of 
the 
labor 
that 
goes into 


producing rice is wasted. 
In highly mechanized Japan, 


an efficient farmer can produce 
44 pounds of rice in seven 
minutes, but in parts of South- 
east Asia it takes a farmer sev- 
en hours to produce the same 
amount, the U.N. Food and Ag- 
riculture Organization reports. 


When judged among other 


major rice producers, Japan 
has the world's highest output- 
about 4,620 pounds per acre. In 
contrast, many African coun- 
tries produce only 880 pounds 
per acre, FAO says. 


Why such a wide gap? FAO 
blames old-fashioned, inefficient 
farming methods and too much 
reliance on manpower when

Hitler vs. Stalin 


On June 22, 1941, Adolf Hitler tore up the two-year-old 
Kusso-German nonaggression treaty and three million 
Germans, Finns, Hungarians, Romanians and Italians 
suddenly smashed into Russia on a front as long as the 
entire U.S.-Canadian border. The timetable for Hitler's 
war 
to save Europe from Bolshevism" called for a 


knockout of the Red army in three months, giving Ger- 
many a clear road to the oil of the Near East, plus the 
agricultural resources of the Ukraine. The timetable 
bogged down 60 miles short of Moscow. Germany was 
better armed and better prepared in the beginning, but 
winter, distance, the will of the Russians to resist—and 
massive doses of aid from the United States when it 
?1 ,^,,e war six months later—turned the invasion 
into Hitler s greatest mistake of World War II. The cost 
of victory to Russia was staggering—20 million dead— 
but it brought Soviet power to the gates of Western 
Europe, enabling it to swallow half of Germany and a 
string of satellites from the Baltic Sea to the Balkans
